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Housing Gets First Priority 
Begin Reconstruction 


Battered U.K. Town 


By John Dauphinee 
PLYMOUTH, England, Nov. 12.—(CP)—King 
has unveiled a foundation stone near the ruined Guildhall, 
marking the beginning of reconstruction of the battered 
2 


southcoast navy town. 


ENEMY AIR ATTACKS during 
March and April, 1941, wiped out 
6,000 buildings and damaged 71,000 
more, Plymouth, in spots, still 
looks like cities in the Ruhr but 
problems created by five centuries 
of haphazard growth have been 
eliminated. 

Long before the war ended, re- 
building plans were prepared by 
City Engineer J, Paton Watson and 
Sir Patrick Abercrombie, world- 
famous town planning expert, The 
first work has been done. 

Years will pass before the job 
is finished. Historie Plymouth will 
be preserved, as far as it remains 
standing after the German attacks; 
traffic problems will be overcome; 
new civic buildings and new shop- 
ping centres provided; many thou- 
sands of persons will be rehoused 
in residential suburbs outside the 
old city boundaries; and provision 
will be made for expansion of the 
admiralty dockyard. 

HOW FAST THE SCHEME can 
be carried out is uncertain. Wat- 
son, after visiting the ministry of 
works in London, said he hopes 
Plymouth’s program will not be 
affected by the government's plan 
to cut capital investment projects 
by £200,000,000 next year but he 
received no definite promise. 

The Watson-Abercrombie plan is 
being followed closely in post-war 
priority projects—new roads, sew- 
ers, public utilities, housing, schools 
and shopping areas. 

More than 3,250 new homes have 
been built on open ground in ad-| 
joining settlements—Ham, Efford, 
Honicknowle and Ernesettle. Ulti- 
mately each of these places will | 
become a “neighborhood unit,” 
self-contained in residential, edu- 
cational and recreational matters.

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Canada and the “Plan” 

Meeting in joint session at Washington, 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee and 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee heard 
details of the plan by which Secretary of 
State Marshall proposes that the United 
States assist European countries to regain 
economic strength. 

For immediate relief he suggests that 
$597,000,000 be advanced to Austria, France 
and Italy. This, Mr. Marshall says, will be 
required to tide these countries over the 
winter. By the end of March, he hopes, 
Congress will have taken action to author- 
ize his long range program, which involves 
assistance to an amount of $16,000,000,000 
to $20,000,000,000 over a four-year term. 

Canadians have reasons to take more 
than casual interest in this unprecedented 
plan on the part of one country to help 
others get back on their feet. They are of 
course humanely concerned in any move to 
better the conditions of the destitute nations. 
A heavy movement of United States goods 
and materials to Europe will inevitably react 
upon conditions in Canada. And if western 
Europe regains the power to pay for imports 
our trade prospects there will be bright for 
years to come. 

But these are not the only reasons why | 
we should pay attention to what Washington | 
is proposing to do. Canada is expected to 
take a hand in the help-Europe effort. The 
Foreign Aid Committee of Congress has 
made this very plain. One clause in the 
committee report stipulates “That countries 
now having access to American supplies and 
having the same incentive as we, co-operate 
to supplement the United States aid pro- 
gram.” The Marshall Plan in fact is pre- 
dicated on the assumption that countries in 
this hemisphere, other than the United 
States, will contribute $6,000,000,000 in aid 
to Europe. Of which supplementary amount 
Canada is expected to provide at least one- 
half, or $3,000,000,000. 

That is to say, as Canada and these other 
western hemisphere countries will benefit 
from the restoration of Europe, they are

The hint con- 
veyed in the report of the Foreign Aid Com- | 
mittee is broad enough to imply that should 
they refuse to do this they may find them- 
selves debarred from sharing in the return 
trade benefits which are to come.

exists. He said that the Administration will 
recommend to Congress that money made 
available under his plan can be used to pur- 
chase outside the United States commodities 
not available there in sufficient quantities. 
To that extent European countries will be 
able to pay for Canadian products with 
United States dollars; which will obviously 
react to ease the dollar tension. 

It seems clear from this that when Par- 
uwament meets on Dec. 5th the members will 
be asked to give some attention to the 
Marshall Plan and its implications, as a 
matter of great direct and indirect impor- 
tance to Canade. The circumstances suggest 
that this is one of the purposes for which 
the session has been called early. 
Canada supplement the plan, in what way, 
and to what amount? 


Keep the Record Down 

The coming of colder weather and snow 
brings a change in street conditions which 
carries its own warning. Greater caution 
on the part of pedestrians, motorists and 
drivers of horse-drawn vehicles will be 
required if accidents are not to grow more 
frequent.

The same penalty will have to be imposed 
upon others who offend in like manner if the 
streets are to be kept free of willfully 
created danger.

such a measure of restitution. The refusal 
may not have been based on prejudice, but 
have been merely a reflection of the unwill- 
| ingness of the taxpayers to make good the 
stealings of the Hitler gang. That does not 
affect the fact that the stealing was done 
by authority or with the connivance of the 
then rulers of the country, and constituted an 
official wrong which should be righted. 

German legislatures elsewhere are pro- 
bably no more willing to take responsibility 
for making their taxpayers liquidate the 
Nazi debts of dishonor. To leave the matter 
to them would very likely mean that Nazi 
victims in the other zones would get no 
compensation at all. The Allies should not 
let it go down on the record that Hitler’s 
carnival of exploitation is to be condoned 
anywhere in retrospect. 

There are some millions of “displaced” 
persons in Germany who would be no longer 
displaced if they were given back what was 
wrongfully taken from them and were guar- 


| anteed that they will be allowed to hold and 
| exercise full citizenship rights in future. 


Behave or Get Out 

The external affairs department has 
found it necessary to call the attention of the 
Russian embassy to a speech made by one 
of its employes last July at St. Vital, Mani- 
toba, and to say that any further such 
breaches of courtesy will not be tolerated. 


The note is sufficiently plain, and as polite | 


as the circumstances allowed. The sub- 
stance of it is that embassy employes must 
display ordinary good manners or get out. 

The public will generally and heartily 
applaud this protest and the warning which 
accompanied it.

Editor, Bulletin—In this even- 
ing’s edition of your paper (Oct- 
| ober 31) you say editorially, “Be- 
| fore the last great war, the govern- 
|ment’s position in regard to re- 
| Search was almost entirely acad- 
|emic except in agricultural matters. 
That is to say, the National Re- 
;search Council was_ interested 
| primarily in scientific scholarship 
and only secondarily in the prac- 
tical aspects of research.” This 
statement I believe to be very 
misleading. 

The National Research Council, 
of which I have had intimate per- 
sonal knowledge almost from its 
inception, was formed during the 
| First Great War to fill an evident 
hiatus in Canada’s resources avail- 
able for the very practical pur- 
pose of beating the Kaiser. Scien- 
tific manpower outside of the 
universities was almost nil, and the 
counc:) iiumediately tackled this 
| problem by establishing a series of 
| post-graduate scholarships. Next 
the council] augmented the capa- 
city of such skilled personnel as 
existed by giving them grants for 
the purpose of engaging less skil- 
led or unskilled assistants who 
|} were capable of carrying on work 


under their expert supervision; 
jalso to buy special equipment 
|needed for their researches 


| Third, the council organized and 
| financed conferences of experts 
on problems too large to be at- 
|tacked successfully by one instit- 
lution, where necessary setting up 
| associate committees with funds at 
|their disposal to promote and co- 
|ordinate large co-operative pro- 
fects. Fourth, the council served 
| industrial firms directly, either by 
| investigating their individual prob- 
lems at cost (or without charge, if 
it seemed in the public interest) or

In Lexington, Kentucky for 
instance, they have a model sani- 
torium for the treatment of drug 
addicts. There the addict is treated 
as a sick person — which he or 
she is. Instead of stealing or even 
killing for drugs, as some addicts 
do, the afflicted person reports and 
is treated as for any other type 
of sickness.

THE NEW BRITISH motto ts 
really not so novel after all. It 
hung on the walls of Elbert 
Hubbard's Inn where my wife and 1 
spent part of our honeymoon over 
25 years ago. 

“Punishment should fit the 
prisoner not the crime” was how 
that wooden plaque read.

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blood, we do not find that it burns, 
Yet it burns within the body. This 
is done by means of chemical sub- 
stances called ferments, which 
jexist in the blood and in every 
\living cell in the body. They act 
upon the food in a way not fully 
understood, and prepare it so that 
|it will burn at low temperatures. 

Sugar is undoubtedly the best 
fuel-food. That is why children, 
who are so active, are naturally 
fond of sugar and sweet things. 

Fat is another fuel-food. It 
seems to matter not at all to the 
body whether its fuel is supplied 
\as fat, sugar or starch, but perhaps 
sugar and starch have this advan- 
tage over fat, that they are more 
easily digested. 

Proteins are the last class of 
foods that we need, and there is 
something special about them 
which raises them above all other 
foods in importance, The body 
is a sort of engine which needs 
fuel, and it is a living engine, 
burning and being destroyed from 
day to day. If it is to go on living, 
it must be supplied with food 
which will make good its wear 
and tear. The only food which 
will do this is protein, 

Proteins are the important com- 
pounds that are found in all ani- 
mals and vegetables, But only one 
kind of living creature, those that 
have chlorophyl, can make protein 
for themselves. All others must 


-|have ready-made protein supplied. 


We should clearly understand 
that the protein is required, not 
as fuel, for sugar and starch are 
better fuels, but as a means of 
repairing the body waste, Protein 
can be used as a fuel if necessary, 
so that it is possible to live with- 
out fats or carbohydrates, 

Very many people take far too 
much protein food, especially in 
the form of meat. They take it 
simply because they like it, but 
they do not know the consequences, 
If sugar and starch and fat are 
taken in excess, they can be stored 
up as fat; protein cannot be stored 
in the body and if too much its 
taken, there is a seridus strain on 
some of the organs, which have 
to get rid of the excess protein,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12. 
(AP)—Onetime war secrets by 
the million, including some 
atom research data and former- 
ly top secret military maps and 
charts, are being broadcast— 
and indirectly to any foreign 
powers that my be (nterested— 
by the Library of Congress. 

Disclosing this today, the 
library said it was acting “with 
the full co-operation of the 
military services,” which are 
removing sheaves of maps and 
documents from the secrecy 
Ist so that they can be distri- 
buted to 150 libraries through- 
out the United States, 

In nearly all these Hbraries 
the information can be studied 
and copied by anybody._“inclu- 
ding, I suppose, persons who 
could pass it on to the Soviet 
Union,” a library spokesman 
said. 

Walter Greenwood, who fs 
being paid by 45 of the parti- 
cipating libraries to hurry the 
distribution along, said the 
armed forces and other agen- 
cies supplying the documents 


would hardly release anything 
that would weaken security 
“But hoy, I hope nobody 
makes a mistake and releases 
something he shouldn't,” said 
Greenwood.
